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A) The claims remain rejected under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, for the reason set forth in 
paragraph 3)a) of the final rejection. The claims still include antibodies prepared from compounds 
wherein "R 1 and R 2 are connected to each other to form a cyclic moiety". Applicants have not addressed 
the question of i) the type of ''cyclic moiety" meant to be included and ii) the question of whether or not 
the "cyclic moiety" includes the microcystin structure of the prior art. 

B) The claims remain rejected under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, for the reason stated in 
paragraph 5) of the final rejection. Applicants have not addressed the rejection as set forth in paragraph

forth in paragraphs 6)- 8) of the final rejection. These claims remain rejected for the reason that they 
are directed to haptens which contain both the ADDA moiety and the cyclic moiety of the microcystin 
haptens of the prior art (see instant claim 1 wherein "R 1 and R 2 are connected to each other to form a 
cyclic moiety").
